Two excisions are required in order to remove sequences that trivialise violent or 
extremely dangerous behaviour and show members of the public treated in a 
contemptuous manner for the amusement of viewers.

SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD Steve-O 'Don't Try This At Home Vol. 2: The Tour Video' is classified as: 
Objectionable. 

This is because the publication glamorises the infliction of serious physical harm, and 
presents the crime of assault as an entertaining activity. The publication also includes 
depictions of sexual and physical conduct of a strongly degrading, dehumanising and 
demeaning nature in which a man and a woman are strongly degraded, dehumanised 
and demeaned. 

The publication is a collection of stunts performed mostly by a group of males. The 
stunts frequently involve behaviour which poses physical danger to the participants. 
Two sequences are of particular concern to the Office of Film and Literature 
Classification (Classification Office). 

The first sequence depicts a female fan having her breasts lit on fire by a group of 
males. There is the impression that the female's vulnerable position in the scene is 
exploited by the males for their sexual pleasure. The female herself does not appear 
to have full knowledge regarding the activity and her fear and shock present as 
genuine. When she is set alight her hair and the table go up in flames as well and the 
camera focuses on her terror as she screams, struggles and falls off the table. The 
sequence is then replayed. 
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The second sequence involves a male attacking a passer-by in the street, hitting him 
repeatedly with his skateboard and kicking him, even after he has collapsed to the 
ground. The sequence is prefaced by a warning about "scenes of explicit + violent 
nature", which is accompanied by ominous music. The male attacker has earlier been 
discussed as "probably the most interesting character we ran into on the tour", which 
reinforces the impression that his behaviour is being glamorised. 

Each of the sequences trivialise extremely dangerous behaviour. The woman and the 
man who is attacked are degraded, dehumanised and demeaned by their treatment as 
objects, and the manner in which their suffering is presented as a spectacle for 
viewers' entertainment. 

Removal of these sequences by excision would reduce the level of injury to the public 
good. If the suggested excisions were made the Classification Office feels that injury 
to the public good would be sufficiently minimised by making the publication available 
to an audience of 18 years and above who will have the maturity and experience to 
deal with the material that remains. This includes dangerous stunts, sexual pranks 
and puerile behaviour that results in an adult restriction. However, as the distribution 
company were unable to make the proposed excisions the Classification Office finds 
that the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. 

Consideration has been given to the relevant provisions of the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 as they relate to this publication. Given the material contained in the 
DVD the availability of the publication is considered to be injurious to the public good. 
The resultant limit on freedom of expression is prescribed by law. 
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
